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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does 
not provide for the recited fiber-reinforced building article as claimed in claim 1 wherein the 
plasticizer is a carboxylate ether polymer based plasticizer. Although the prior art discloses that 
a matrix binding composition can comprise a plasticizer in the presence of other materials, a 
carboxylate ether polymer based plasticizer in the presence of an aluminous cement are void of 
polyurethane foams.
